Apartments Lead the List: 


New Construction Here in 1956 
Valued at Total of $6,997,485 


Construction started in Menlo 
Park during 1956 had a total valu- 
ation of $6,997,485, Building In- 
spector James D. Steiger announc- 
ed yesterday, as he closed the 
books for the year. 

And for the first time, valua- 
tion of apartment house buildings 
started in the city exceeded that 
of single-family residences, fur- 
ther attesting to the growing 
shortage of residential land with- 
in the city. 

During the year, there were a 
total of 77 houses, with an ag- 
gregate valuation of $1,595,000, 
started. Also, there were 61 
apartment building, with a total 
of 263 dwelling units and an ag- 
gregate valuation of $2,038,180. 
The near seven million total 

figure was far from a record, 
Steiger recalled. During the early 
1950’s, construction valuation top- 
ped $10,000,000 for at least one 
year. 


A total of 618 permit was issued. 


Besides apartment. house con- 


struction and residential building,» 


another major category was pro- 
fessional-administrative office 
building. Only two of these—an 
addition to the USGS headquart- 
ers here and the Argonaut Insur- 
ance Exchange office—accounted 
for more than $1,000,000 between 
them. Both buildings had a permit 
valuation of $504,000, according to 
Steiger. 

Actually there were a total of 
342 dwelling units added to the 
city’s total during the year, sa}! 
the building inspector, adding the 
apartments and the single-family 
residences. 

The two new offices, when com- 
pletely staffed, are expected to 
employ more than 250 persons,

Average single-family _resi- 
dence on which construction 
was started during 1956 had a 
valuation of $20,714, a recapitu- 
lation of figures building per- 
mits showed this week. This, 
together with the price of the 
lot on which it stands and other 
improvements, indicates the 
average new home in Menlo 
Park cost its first owner about 
$27,500, according to Building 
Inspector James D. Steiger. 


But actually, the average new 
“mover in-er” to the city prob- 
ably didn’t buy a house at all. 
Chances were about three and a 
half to one that he moved inot 
an apartment house. 


Average valuation of apart- 
ment units started during the 
| year was $7749. 


Construction activity ended 
1956 at near-record levels, with 
33 building permits, authorizing 
}a total of $827,000 worth of con- 
struction, issued during the 
month. 

Biggest month of the year was, 
however, April. During that peri- 
od, during which construction of 
the $549,000 Argonaut Insurance 
Exchange headquarters was start- 
ed, a total of $1,131,150 worth of 
building was authorized. 

Last month’s high total, too, 
was caused by the start of some 
major construction projects. ac- 
(cording to Building Inspector

were the Menlo Park library, val- 
ued at $89,000 and a $164,000

The Solution With the Fewest Drawbacks? 


Movable Classrooms a Partial Answer for Hi 


Possible purchase of moveable 
classrooms to-augment the perma- 
nent facilities of the Sequoia High 
School District may be the most- 
publicized solution to the district’s 
classroom shortage, but it isn’t 
the only one being explored. 

It is probaby the most attractive 
solution, also, District Superin- 
tendent Dr. Rex Turner explain- 
ed this week. But is has one draw- 
back: the “temporary” units may 
be kept in service for longer than 
expected, unless due vigilance is 
observed. 

Summing up discussions of the 
high school district’s board of 
trustees, on how to deal with an 
expected 1600-student overload 
next fall, Dr. Turner listed: 


| of most postwar school buildin 
have beep kept to a minimum; 


EXTERIOR of the movable classrooms such as 
those proposed for use here is similar to that 


1. Temporary classrooms; 

2. Increasing class size and 
decreasing the number of sub- 
jects each student can take; 

3. Double sessions, using pre- 
sent facilities only;

Following any of these plans 


has disadvantages, Dr. Turner 
pointed out. 
For instance, increasing class 


size and cutting the subjects a

There were no fatality acci- 
dents reported in the area of 
the department’s jurisdiction 
during the year. However, the 
city’s police forces does not 
oversee traffic accidents on Bay- 
shore Freeway, where it passes 
through Menlo Park. 

As for causes of accidents, the 

summary showed that ‘not watch- 
ing the road” was the most preva- 
lent one. As of Friday, 58 of 
those who found themselves in 
accidents gave that as a reason. 
' More particularly, this category 
included such things as tuning the 
radio, awessing children or 
otherwise diverting attention. 

Most unusual cause, under this

At the City Attorney section of 
the League of California Cities 
at the annual conference held last 
October, an interesting paper on 
the “Brown Act” was given by the 
city attorney of Santa Monica, 
Robert Cockins. 
On Sept. 6, 1956, Judge Leon 
T. David in the Superior Court 
had ruled that the city council of 
Santa Monica had violated the 
Brown Act (secret meetings law) 
in that members (1) had attend- 
ed a dinner meeting of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce at which the 
Chamber presented their request 
for consideration in the munici- 
pal budget for the coming year; 
(2) had attended a meeting at 
which a proposal for redevelop- 
ment was presented: (3) had at- 
tended a meeting in the city man- 
ager’s office at which depart- 


sented by city officials; (4) had 
attended a meeting at which a 
state highway engineer had out- 
lined a route proposed for a state 
highway, and (5) had regularly 
attended executive sessions just 
prior to council meetings for the 
purpose of reviewing the agenda 
to be acted upon, 

Mr. Cockins teok the position 
that such a strict interpreta- 
tion of the Brown Act not only 
did not make a contribution to 
good government, but would 
actually strike a blow against 
it, as few persons with active 
business interests of their own 
would run for the city council 
if the “briefing sessions” were 
eliminated.

Most Saturday mornings I drop 
by the city hall a short time to 
discuss municipal affairs with 
such administrative officials as 
may be there putting in extra 
hours, Often, I meet other coun- 
cilmen there. If there be three 
of us there at one time in an at- 
tempt to keep track of municipal 
developments, does it become a 
secret meeting in violation of the 
Brown Act? 

It has been for some years been 
our custom to give a party for a 
retiring councilman to which 
council alumni and their wives 
are invited (at our own expense, 
of course).

Just about everybody visits state parks, enjoys some of the more 
scenic roads through California, or stops at California’s ski resorts 
once in a while.

But they weren’t always available and one of the men who’s been 
one of the most constant boosters for more and better recreational 
facilities, on a grand scale, this week took time out to recapitulate 
some of the gains made during the past score and a half of years. 

He’s J. E. Carpenter, former director of the travel and recreation 
department for the California State Chamber of Commerce, who 
retired from that post Dec. 31 after 33 years of plugging for more 
and better things.

“REMEMBER???” says Jerry. “When as early as 1929 we realized 
that we would lose the 1932 Winter Olympic Games to Lake Placid 
because we could not make the international committee believe we 
had sufficient snow in California and even if we had we did not have 
a competitive background?
